“ When the National league vot­ 
ed to give me permission to play- 
night games at Cincinnati in 1935. 
I told them that no club should

I also 
gave the league an ‘o u t—I said 
I would stop it after one year 
.f there were any major objec­ 
tions.'’ 
MacPhail said he recalled the 
reaction of the late Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, who was com ­ 
missioner of ba-eball at that time. 
“ As ho were going to the mooi­ 
ng of the club owners he said 
to me ‘they m ay play baseball at 
night some day but it will be long 
after you and I are dead.’

With Yugoslavia 


WASHINGTON TI*- The United 
States appeared today to be tak­ 
ing special pains to bolster U. S.- 
Yugoslavia relations on the eve 
of a visit of top Soviet officials 
to Belgrade. 
The move is designed to strength­ 
en Marshal Tito’s hand when he 
meets later this month with So­ 
viet Premier Nikolai Bulganin and 
Nikita S Khrushchev, boss of the 
Russian Communist 
Party. 
The 
United States doesn’t want Yugo­ 
slavia falling for Soviet wooing. 
The Yugoslavs already have as­ 
sured the United States they will 
not swerve from their past policy 
of independence despite the dra­ 
matic decision of the Soviet leaders 
to end their dispute with Tito. 
Tug Of-War 
Yugoslavia, an anti Soviet Com­ 
munist nation has followed an in­ 
dependent line since 1948 when it 
broke with Moscow. But the Rus­ 
sians and the West recently have 
engaged in a tug-of-war over the 
Balkan prize. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles Monday summoned 
Yugo­ 
slav Ambassador Leo Mates to the 
State Department for a half-hour 
conference. Afterward, the depart­ 
ment issued a special announce­ 
ment about the meeting. 
A spokesman agreed this was an 
“ unusual procedure” but declined 
to go into the reasons for it 
The announcement said Dulles 
and Mates discussed recent de­ 
velopments in Europe, “ including 
the forthcoming visit of the heads 
of the Soviet Union.”
